Upon 
checking with the Director, he telephoned General Quinn who indicated he 
was going befere the Jehason Preparedness investigating Subcommittee 
temerrow morning. After discussing the matter General Qeinn appeared 
to believe that he would not require any assistance. The Director did 
authorise any materials which would ve heipful to be made available. 
Colonel Des Jariais was advised that the Director had spoken with General 
Culan and we agreed the matter could rest unlese General Quins raised a 


farther question. 
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
